An outcry developed among 
British art lovers and Wrights- 
man offered to sell the painting 
to the gallery tor the £140,000 
which he paid for it. The Brit- 
ish government put up the mon- 
ey to buy it from him. 

The portrait is the best known 
of three which Francisco Goya 
painted of the Duke of Welling- 
ton, the “Iron Duke’’ who was 
one of Britain’s great heroes of 
the Napoleonic wars. One of the 
other two paintings, is in the 
United States and the other, 
showing the Duke on a horse, is 
in the Wellington Museum in 
London. 


The stolen painting shows the 
Duke at the age of 43 wearing 
his gold decorathons. 

Stanley Clark, an art expert 
at Sotheby's, said the portrait 
is painted on a panel. This, he 
pointed out, meant that a thief 
could not roll it to conceal it. 
The picture measures 2544 inches 
by 20%. 

It was given by the Duke him- 
self to one of the ancestors of 
the Duke of Leeds, who put the 
portrait up for sale this summer. 


When the Duke of Leeds of- 
fered it for sale, Wrightsman bid 
it in at a 90-second auction on 
June 14 with the highest price 
ever paid for a Goya. 

Goya, a Spanish artist, died in 
1828. 

The theft came nine days ait- 
er eight Cezanne masterpieces 
were stolen from a gallery in 
Aix-en-Provence, France. One of 
them was on loan from the St. 
Louis Art Museum, which values 
it at $150,000. Speculation imme- 
diately arose that the London 
theft might be the work of the 
same gang. 

The Cezanne and Goya pic- 


to be sold on an open market. 
It was believed that the gang 
stealing the Cezanne pictures 
hoped to sell them back for a 
ransom from the insurance com- 
panies. The picture of the Duke 
of Wellington, however, was not 
insured. 

Scotland Yard immediately 
named Superintendent Victor 
Massey to lead the search for 
the picture. Massey heads the 
criminal investigation depart- 
ment for London’s West End. 

Warnings were flashed to all 
ports and airports to prevent the 
smuggling of the picture. 

The rash of bigtime art thefts 
has baffled police in Europe and

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Area Redevelopment Agency 


Is Beginning a Massive Attack 


On Chronic Unemployment 


Four-Month-Old ARA Has Pro- 
visionally Approved Plans for 15 
Districts in 10 States—How It Will 
Work and Use Funds.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 


A NEW FEDERAL AGENCY, not yet four months old, has 
begun the massive task of breathing new economic life into 
those parts of the cofintry afflicted with chronic unemployment 


and stagnation. 

Although Congress has not 
completed its financing, the Area 
Redevelopment Administration is 
gearing up to attack the eco 
nomic and social problems posed 
by the substantial number of 
localities which have been unable 
to share in the general business 
recovery. 


The ARA, which came into ex- 
istence May 8, already has desig- 
nated 663 labor market areas, 
with an estimated population of 
28,600,000 persons, as potentially 
eligible for federal assistance. It 
has provisionally approved the 
redevelopment plans of 15 areas 
in 10 states, and it is processing 
applications for aid at the rate 
of one a day. 


Within a month to six weeks, 
the agency expects to have given 
final approval to at least 12 
specific projects, giving trans- 
fusions of new capital to spur 
local initiative, attract industry 
and create vitally-needed em- 
ployment opportunities. 


If the effort is successful, it 
will fulfill one of President Ken- 
nedy’s major domestic aims. 
The President has listed the ‘‘de- 
pressed and troubled areas” 
throughout the nation as a prime 
cause of chronic, long-term. un- 
employment and, therefore, a 
principal source of concern to 
his Administration. 


CONGRESSIONAL APPROV- 
AL of the Area Redevelopment 
Act earlier in this session repre- 
sented the culmination of five 
years of work by Senator Paul 
H. Douglas (Dem.), Illinois, and 
others who urged federal action 
to help areas of chronic labor 
surplus. 

Douglas, an economist, argued 
that the national goal of the Em- 
ployment Act of 1946, to promote 
‘‘maximum employment, produc- 
tion and purchasing power,” 
could never be achieved so long

Former President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower vetoed the depressed 
areas legislation on the two oc- 
casions that it reached his desk.

In 
the case of urban areas, the test 
is a rate of unemployment 50. 
per cent above the national av- 
erage for three out of the pre- 
ceding four years, 75 per cent 
above the national average for 
two of the preceding three years 
or 100 per cent above the aver- 
age for one of the preceding two 
years. |

But when the offense 
becomes habitual, and the effects 
of the offense are used as a means 
of obtaining monies from federal 
or state governments, I firmly be- 
lieve there should be laws restrict- 
ing the doling of such monies. 


Personally, I. would.like to see a 
law of sterilization for second of- 
fenders, but I realize that there are 
many who would not go along with 
that solution on moral or religious 
grounds. 


Today there are thousands. of 
childless couples eager to adopt 
foster children as their own. To me, 
that is the solution; place these 
children in homes where they are 
wanted for themselves and not for 
a dole from the state. If it was 
firmly established that these unwed 
mothers were to receive no aid for 
their second child born out of wed- 
lock, I do not believe sterilization 
or any other disciplinary method 
would be necessary.

A Damaging Defeat 

The Administration has suffered a serious 
blow, and so has Président Kennedy person- 
ally, in the refusal of the House to accept the 
major new feature of the foreign aid pro- 
gram—the proposal for long-range develop- 
ment loans financed by Treasury bbrrowing. 
A little more than a month ago Mr. Kennedy 
termed foreign aid “the most vital piece of 
legislation in the national interest that may 
be before Congress this year.” He was right. 

What can be salvaged from the Senate- 
House conference is a question. Despite 
strong opposition, the Senate granted the 
President’s request for authority to borrow 
nearly $8,800,000,000 over five years to fi- 
nance development loans. But the story in 
the House was different, and disheartening. 


Last week the House, by a non-record vote 
of 197 to 185, accepted an amendment offered 
by Representative D. S. Saund of California, 
a native of India, which stripped the bill of 
both the long-term approach and the Treas- 
ury-borrowing provision and returned the pro- 
gram to the present inefficient annual-appro- 
priation basis. Mr. Kennedy urged the House 
to reverse the vote, and he was strongly sup- 
ported by Governor Rockefeller of New York. 
At considerable political risk, and to his 
credit, Mr. Rockefeller sent telegrams to all 
Republicans of the House urging defeat of 
the Saund amendment on a rolkcall vote. 

But the pleas were of no avail. Democratic 
leaders found that they could not muster 
more than 180 votes against the Saund amend- 
ment, five fewer than they had previously. So 
they avoided a roll-call for fear of a second 
defeat that would have reduced further their 
bargaining position in the conference that 
will attempt to reach a compromise. 

Whether any part of the Treasury borrow- 
ing feature can be ‘saved is doubtful. House 
opponents have termed it “back-door spend- 
ing,’ though the system is used at present 
in other government operations. The pur- 
pose is to facilitate long-range planning by 
recipient countries. But a good many Con- 
gressmen obviously were more interested in 
their annual appropriation rights than in im- 
proving the foreign aid program. About the 
best that can be hoped for is a loan program 
of two to three years duration finanged by 
annual appropriations. This may be bettered 
somewhat by inclusion of a policy statement 
authorizing the President to make long-term 
commitments (as distinct from _ binding 
obligations). 

What the Senate and House votes indicate 
is that many Americans still do not see the 
necessity for helping the underdeveloped 
countries improve their economic status. 
There is in addition a growing opposition to 
foreign aid on domestic economic grounds. 
Foreign countries assisted in improving their 
economies are becoming competitors of the 
United States. It is notable that 12 of the 13 
Democrats who voted against the legislation 
in the Senate were Southerners. Many South- 
erners see jn foreign aid a threat to their own 
textile mills. 


This does not portend an easier time for 
foreign aid legislation in the future. If a 
new liberal Democratic Administration cannot 
sell the concept to a Democratic Congress, 
what will it take? The program that will 
finally emerge this year may in sum be slight- 
ly improved over programs of the last several 
years. Yet it must be apparent to the under- 
developed countries that there is still much 
resistance to helping them, and that in mak- 
ing their plans they will have to consider the 
uncertainties of frequent congressional review. 


Secretary of State Rusk on Monday again 
emphasized the need for adopting the long- 
range principle. It will be up to the Senate 
conferees to persuade the representatives of 
the House to accept as much of the Senate 
bill as possible. 


Lifting the Curtain a Bit 


Two recent events in the news give some 
hope that Soviet Russia may be lifting a bit 
one corner of the secrecy curtain on outer 
space. Pravda revealed that automatic com- 
puters kept Maj. Titov’s capsule precisely 
charted and were Once responsible for getting 
it back correctly in its orbit. And at Berke- 
ley, Cal., where 1000 of the world’s astrono- 
mers are in convention, Dr. E. R. Mustel, a 
top scientist from the Soviet Astronomical 
Council, disclosed data on the Venus shot of 
last February. 

Dr. L. I. Sedov, head of the Soviet Academy 
of Sciences interplanetary travel committee, 
told 1500 newsmen and scientists at a press 
conference for Maj. Titov on Aug. 11 that only 
after disarmament would there be “no bar- 
riers for science.” No doubt, but everything 
possible should be done now to keep even 
more barriers from going up. 

The arms race is spreading into outer 
space. There is not even a space code similar 
to that which exists on the seven seas. Scien- 
tists in the realm of space know the peril that 
exists. It is to be hoped that they can pre- 
vail on their governments to recognize the 
need for keeping the arms race from taking 
over. 


If the Neutrals Are Cool 


We hope the Kennedy Administration will 
draw the right conclusion from the reports it 
is receiving that neutral opinion around the 
world is not deeply impressed with our policy 
on Berlin. The emotional welcome which the 
West Berliners gave Vice President Johnson 
and a token battle force is all very well, but 
we need the support of many other peoples 
than the Germans. Judging by the reports 
of George F. Kennan, Chester Bowles and 
Adlai E. Stevenson, we are not getting it. 

Why not? Some will be inclined to put it 
all down to the “softness” of Nehru and 
other neutral leaders toward Communism. But 
there may be a simpler and more accurate 
answer: that neutrals who can take an inde- 
petident view of Ameriean policy are dis- 
turbed by the lack of any evidence that the 
Kennedy Administration is preparing for 
meaningful negotiation of Berlin and German 
issues. By this, we mean negotiation that is 
intended, not to make propaganda points, but 
to reach a real settlement (necessarily a com- 
promise settlement) of those issues. 

The Administration says it is willing to ne- 
gotiate. But, in public at least, it gives no 
sign that it is trying to reconcile the conflicts 
in its own position. Its policy appears to be 
the same as that of the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration: it insists on reunification of Ger- 
many, but refuses to consider the military 
neutralization and disengagement which 
might make reunification possible; on the 
other hand, while rejecting Khrushchev’s de- 


mand for recognition of the division of Ger- 
many, it has nothing else to propose except 
the status quo. | 


It is not too surprising that neutral opin- 
ion—which means, in effect, a large share of 
world opinion—is unimpressed. The neutrals 
could be expected to favor the principle of 
self-determination, and we believe they do. 
But when Secretary Rusk calls for a German 
settlement based on self-determination, and 
does not mention any of the conditions that 
might make self-determination possible, the 
neutrals must be well aware that he is calling 
for the merging of East and West Germany 
as a powerful military partner of the Western 
alliance. Why should we expect the Russians 
to accept such a shift in the power balance, 
and why should we expect neutral opinion to 
be excited by it? 


Harmonious but Separate 


Missourians are concerned for the eco- 
nomic development of the Ozark region, and 
they also are concerned for the safeguarding 
of the Ozark rivers. Both are proper concerns, 
and to some. extent they go hand in hand. 
Yet it is necessary to avoid confusion, espe- 
cially when specific legislation such as the 
Ozark Rivers National Monument bill is con- 
cerned. 


The development of the region—the water- 
sheds of the rivers+-is a multi-purpose under- 
taking. Its most promising objective may be 
the development of a forest industry—tim- 
bering, pulp-making and the like. It also in- 
volves farming, dairyifg, mining, water- 
power development, tourism and all other 
activities suitable to the area. Of course, it 
involves the conservation and use of water, 
soil and other natural resources. 


One of-the most useful agencies on behalf 


of this multiple-use program is the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’s Forest Service. It is in 
charge of the Clark and Mark Twain National 
Forests. In them, supervised timbering and 
other activities are encouraged. Missourians 
are grateful for the Forest Service. 


The preservation of the Current, Jacks 
Fork and Eleven Point rivers and their banks 
in their semi-wild state is another matter. 
Missouri properly has asked the National 
Park Service to carry out this function. As a 
result, the Symington-Long-Ichord bill for the 
creation of the Ozark Rivers National Monu- 
ment is pending in Congress. The bill’s pri- 
mary object is the conservation and enjoy- 
ment of scenic beauty. It would authorize 
the Park Service to acquire narrow strips of 
land along the rivers—in addition to the 
larger Cardareva section with its springs, 
caves and sinks—and to manage these, in 
general, as other national parks are man- 
aged. This is a single-purpose mandate. 


It is, however, in harmony with the broader 
purposes of area development. Commercial 
activities would be restricted only on a 
fringe of riverbank. The relatively small 
acreage involved would not handicap general 
economic development. On the contrary, a 
park would stimulate the business of provid- 
ing accommodations beyond its borders. 


Like the Forest Service and the various 
state agencies concerned, the Park Service 
people are conservationists. They can be 
counted on to be sympathetic and co-opera- 
tive in regional development. Being charged 
with guardifg the rivers against unwarranted 
exploitation does not at all mean that their 
work would be a barrier to over-all develop- 
ment. Nor does it follow that the Park Serv- 
ice job might as well be turned over to the 
Forest Service. The work of the two is har- 
monious, but each has a specialized task. 


As Blue Cross Rates Rise 


Increased hospital costs have forced the 
Blue Cross to announce another increase in 
rates. No doubt this announcement was made 
reluctantly and only because the cause is 
beyond the control of this most widely used 
of voluntary hospitalization insurance groups. 


The rapid rise in hospital charges—and 
possible means of checking and perhaps re- 
versing it—calls more than ever for disinter- 
ested and constructive study. Meanwhile it 
also becomes more urgent to assist people in 
meeting these ever-mounting bills—and not 
just by enlarging the indigents’ ward. One 
answer is President Kennedy’s old age health 
insurance plan. 


Most of the retired persons who have Blue 
Cross probably are in the category of those 
who no longer have a Blue Cross group affilia- 
tion. According to coverage, such individuals 
face increases of from 7.14 to 18.14 per cent. 
Since 50 per cent of those over 65 have an- 
nual incomes of $1000 or less, and 70 per cent 
have less than $2000 a year, the higher rates 
will be no light burden. 


Surely it is desirable to spread the cost of 
health care as widely as possible. For this the 
Social Security set-up is ideal, and it is time 
that Congress authorized its use to enable 
people to provide in earning years for their 
needs in retirement. 


Too Much Powder for a Spark 


Senator Humphrey was never more right 
than when he challenged Representative Hal- 
leck, the Republican leader in the House, to 
back up charges that the Russians have been 
testing nuclear weapons in violation of the 
current moratorium, and to submit evidence 
of such tests to the President at once. 


No doubt, Senator Humphrey would have 
extended this challenge to his fellow Demo- 
crats—Representative Holifield and Senators 
Symington and Stennis—had he heard them 
broadcasting in a similar vein. Senator Sten- 
nis, as a matter of fact, admitted that he had 
no positive evidence. -When relations be- 
tween the United States and the Soviet Union 
are as strained as they are, it is of the utmost 
importance that decisions be made on fact 
and not on emotion-charged suspicions—espe- 
cially when they concern weapons with the 
potential of global destruction. | 


Senator Humphrey said that loose talk of 
Russian tests are irresponsible “politics” in a 
field too vital for partisan considerations. He 
was not elected to help launch a world ca- 
tastrophe, he said. And that is not to be in- 
terpreted as being “soft on°Communism.” He

Because Well-Meaning People Do Not Face Facts, We Drift Toward Destruction

Just as the victims at Pompeii and 
Martinique were unable to bring them- 
selves to face the threats confronting 
them, so we find it hard to believe 
that nuclear and chemical-biological- 
radiological warfare (CBR) would be 
so different from past wars. We are 
all part of the retreat from reality.

It is a deeply rooted, widespread 
reluctance to face a grotesque and 


unpleasant fact that makes action so° 


difficult. Why should we believe the 
prediction of a scientist that we can 
send a man to the moon, but be unable 
to believe his predictions about the 
devastating effects of nuclear and CBR 
warfare? 

Nevertheless, although I had come 
to believe that devastation was prob- 
able, I found myself clinging to the 
notion that the warring nations would 
never use such weapons, that when 
it came to the final test, no na- 
tion would be willing to bear the op- 
probrium of starting such a war. This 
assumption completely ignores, of 
course, the possibility of an acciden- 
tal start; nor does it have any factual 
basis in itself. Who would have be- 
lieved that our own country would 
drop the first atomic bomb with no 
apparent awareness of the moral con- 
sequences? 

A person who reads the testimony 
of Pentagon officials about the new, 
more poisonous, and more destructive 
gases will see how little reluctance 
there is to using them today. 

History is quite clear that there 
have been new destructive weapons in 
the past which were at first looked on 
with such horror that well-meaning 
people declared men wouldn’t dare 
use them. All of them were used. An 
essential part of the war fever is a 
type of rage that ignores consequences. 

I had been taught what might now 
be called the Sunday school version 
of evolution—that everything, ginclud-

I can see no basis 
for these assumptions. 

We are engaged in a gigantic nu- 
clear and CBR arms race that will 
certainly end in war if not alleviated. 
And present attempts at alleviation do 
not seem hopeful. Now France and 
England are getting into the act, and 
other nations are clamoring for their 
place on the road to destruction. 

Only a tiny percentage of Americans 
are doing anything to prevent such a 
war; in fact, a surprising number of 
Americans, a few of whom are in 
places of great influence, believe we 
can safely strike the first blow. A 
frightening number see the present sit- 
uation simply as an old-fashioned fight 


Between Book Ends The Chinese Monolith 


RED CHINA: AN ASIAN VIEW, by 
Sripati Chandra-sekhar. (Praeger, 230 
Pgs. 


Sripati Chandra-sekhar went to Com- 
munist China in the winter of 1958-59 
ready to be impressed. with what the 
New China had to offer. “I came 
back sad, stifled, and disenchanted,” 
he writes in the introduction to his 
book, “Red China: An Asian View.” 
As a member of the Indian Institute 
for Population Studies in Madras, Mr. 
Chandra-sekhar was vitally interested 
in the people of China, their numbers, 
their reactions, their way of living. 

“IT found,” he writes, ‘‘I could almost 
guess what the next person was going 
to say, for it would be the same 
song, merely sung from a different 
platform.” To him, China became a 
most depressing place. Dedicated to 
individual liberty and freedom as a 


matter of inbred faith, Mr. Chandra- 
sekhar reports: “I did not find a sin- 
gle person who talked freely to me as 
man to man, and all the esies that 
were extended to me resulted from 
the directives of the people in power.”’ 

These are. strong words, but they 
come from an Indian whose ability to 
observe and to analyze is well recog- 
nized. They represent the growing dis- 
illusionment of educated Indians with 
the Chinese Communist monolith. 

There is little new in his book. But 
it puts fresh insight into the familiar. 
Much of what he describes has been 
described by other travelers—British, 
French, Australian, Canadian, Ger- 
man. He adds his own touch to Chi- 
nese trains, the education system, 
farm practices, and the like. 

As a population specialist, Mr. Chan- 
dra-sekhar’s comments on the popula-

Certainly, therefore, if all the people 
were to develop an equal horror, loath- 
ing and repulsion of nuclear and CBR 
warfare, our survival, so far as that 
danger is concerned, would be reason- 
ably well assured. 

It would be miraculous if this came 
to pass, but miraculous does not mean 
impossible. The chances for the oc- 
currence of wondrous events such as 
this can be improved by human stimu- 
lation. 

Hence, any act taken with sincere 
desire to stay the threatened holocaust 
is one more of the many acts that may 
be needed to produce the sought-for 
miracle. 

As soon as you reach the conclusion 
that actign is worth while, possibilities 
open up practically of their own ac- 
cord. ey may or may not be suc- 
cessful, but the mere attempt gives 
life an added zest and meaning.

NEW YORK, Aug. 22— The 
soft-coal country of Southern 
Illinois is called Little Egypt 
because the river port of Cairo 
dominates its lower tip, but 
this is no green and fertile Nile 
valley.

MIKOY AN SAYS 
U.S. MUST SIGN 
E. GERMAN PACT 


TOKYO, Aug. 22 (AP)—Soviet 
First Deputy Premier Anastas 
Mikoyan ended a nine-day visit 
to Japan today with a statement 
that Western Allies must sign a 
peace treaty with Communist 
East Germany or lose their ac- 
cess to West Berlin. 


Mikoyan, the first top Soviet 
official to visit Japan since the 
war, made the threat at a press 
conference before taking off for 
Moscow. 


Asked how access to Berlin 
would be obtained after the So- 
viet Union signs a peace treaty, 
Mikoyan replied, “It’s simple. 
There is only one way. Every 
Other country will have to sign 
an individual peace treaty with 
the (East) German Democratic 
Republic, too.” 

He accused the United States 
of creating the Berlin crisis, said 
access to the city was a minor 
point and ‘“‘the whole problem of 
Berlin and Germany can be 
threshed out before the U.N. 
General Assembly.” 

Although he had been criticized

Billy Wilder, Boss 
With Point of View 


MUNICH, Germany, Aug. 22. ° 
BILLY WILDER IS a slender, round-faced, impish pixie 
from Vienna whose pictures—‘‘Sunset Boulevard,” ‘“‘The Lost 
Weekend,” ‘‘Love in the Afternoon,”’ ‘‘Sonie Like It Hot’’ and 
“The Apartment’’—have never failed to delight me for many 
reasons, not the least of 
which is a warm, slightly 
cynical tolerance and un- 
derstanding of human 
frailty.. Wilder’s pictures 
have something that is be- 
coming increasingly rare 
in American pictures, a 
point of view, but the point 
of view remains essential- 
ly European. 

The paradox about this 
is that the Vienna-born 
Wilder, almost alone 
among the Hollywood di- 
rectors and producers, 
likes to make pictures in 
Hollywood while his con- 
temporaries like John 
Huston, who is indubitably 
American, prefer to make 
pictures anywhere except 
Hollywood. (Huston fol- 
lows him into this studio 
with a picture about the 
life of Freud.) 


To preserve the purity of his point of view, Wilder 
is indisputably the boss. Of everything. The picture 
he’s making here, “One, Two, Three,” is an adaptation 
of a Ferenc Molnar one-act play he’d seen in Berlin 35 
years ago. In short, even the idea started with Billy. 
He wrote the script in association with I, A. L. Dia- 
mond, who had collaborated with him on the screen- 
plays of ““The Apartment,” ‘‘Some Like It Hot” and 
“Love in the Afternoon.” Billy is director. Billy is 
producer. And Billy is boss. James Cagney is the star. 


, The other day I watched him shoot a scene, pacing, pac- 
ing, head down, smokingly furiously. “I tried to get him a 
pedometer to find out how much he walks during a picture,” 
said Diamond. ‘You know they don’t make pedometers any 
more.” 

“Roll, please,” said Billy. Jimmy Cagney started to. de- 
liver a very complicated speech at triphammer speed, full 
of elaborate business. He plays the part of a hotshot sales- 
man of Coca-Cola in West Germany and the part calls for 
@ paralyzing speed of delivery. 

“Completely unacceptable,” staccatoed Cagney, looking 
at a pair of shoes. ‘‘These are full of holes. I'll take those 
and those. Now what have we here?’ This to a salesman 
with a whole rack of new suits. ‘Too loud! Too quiet! This is 
all right, but take the padding out of the shoulders. Belt in 
the back! I thought that went out with high button shoes!”

“Oh, nuts,” said Cagney.

On the fifty-second take—an all-time record for both 
Cagney and Wilder—everything fell into place. Cagney got 
every word out. The bit player made his entrance on time. 
“Okay, print it,"’ said Billy sourly. 

Later, over dinner, he confessed the scene still wasn’t 
right. It would have to be reshot. ‘“‘This is the worst day I’ve 
had in 32 years of making pictures. Its the Fohn.” 

“The what?” I asked. 

“The Fohn. It’s a wind that comes down from the Alps 
and drives everyone crazy. Really! People get depressed! 
Kill their wives! Commit suicide! Actors forget their lines!’’

WYLIE F. L. TUTTLE came 
into Myron Moss’s real estate 
office running ahead of a conver- 
sation he was carrying on with 
Moss, Tuttle’s words were going 
over his shoulder and Moss was 
listening, and hurrying to catch 
up,-and grinning at himself for 
finishing a poor second getting 
into his own office.

‘Beautiful Story’ 
Of Berlin Refugees 


“SUCH A BRAVE GIRL. Such a beautiful story.” 

The speaker was Christian Berg, short, red haired, cherub 
faced director of Hilfswerk agency who was our guide at 
the West Berlin Marienfelde refugee center that cold day in 
February 1956. Now that 
West Berlin and Marien- 
felde are in the news, I 
keep remembering Chris- 
tian Berg's “beautiful 
story.” 

It was about a young 
couple with three children 
who lived in East Berlin. 
Life there became intoler- 
able and they decided to 
join the “fluchtlings,”’ ref- 
ugees to the West. In 
whispers, they plotted how 
to abandon their flat and 
belongings and make their 
escape. The man would 
join the regular commuters 
on the East-to-West train 
early in the morning. The 
wife would bring the chil- 
dren on a shopping tour 
later in the day. They 
would meet at 5 o'clock at

Marienfelde screening center. 
His trip was easy. He took the train which is part sub- 
way, part elevated and leaves East Berlin by crossing a 


trestle with a dramatic view of rubble on one side, restoration 
on the other. 


At that time, hundreds of refugees took this one- 
way trip each day, ending up at Marienfelde. Its wait- 
ing room was filled with people, sitting patiently or 
sleeping exhaustedly. Baby carriages, the fat capa- 
cious German kind, lined the walls; baby carriages 
and women’s handbags were the favorite receptacles 
for family treasures one couldn’t leave behind. 


As their names were called, refugees were interviewed 
by a girl at a desk. 

The young man explained to the clerk that he was a 
teacher who could no longer teach under increasing restric- 
tions. She said that he probably would qualify to be sent to 
a relocation camp in West Germany. She suggested that he 
wait for his wife and children and then report back to her. 

All night he waited. At first patiently, then nervously, 
then prayerfully. By morning he was frantic. Then the gir] 
interviewer called him over. Bad news. His wife had been 
picked up by the police. A relative had the children. 

He took it well. He would have to go back, he said, and 
risk bringing the children himself. Maybe his wife would be 
released. Impossible, the girl told him. His name was on a list. 
If checked, he would be arrested. They might even be watch- 
ing for him. But he couldn’t leave the children, he protested. 

All right then, the girl said. She would go for his children. 
It wouldn’t work, he told her. The littlest one, Anna, was so 
shy. She would never go with a stranger. Very well, the girl 
said, she wouldn't be a stranger. 


So for three days, the girl from Marienfelde went 
from West to East and back again. The first day she 
visited the children and took them candy and told 
them she was their Aunt Trudi. The second day she 
took them for a walk. The third day she took them 
on a shopping trip to West Berlin and brought them 
te their father. Then she went back to work at her desk. 


“Such a brave girl,” Christian Berg said, sighing senti- 
mentally. “Such a beautiful story.” 

I thought at the time that this would make a good short 
story. Or a television script. But somehow it didn’t work 
out. Probably you'd have to “hoke” it up. Have a love in- 
terest between the girl and the teacher. Or a few more 
facts. Such as what happened to the mother.

THE MOST POWERFUL crime 
syndicate in the nation, histori- 
cally, has been that of New York 
City, and so it should come as 
no surprise that, when 450 dele- 
gates to a high council of crime 
met in Worcester, Mass., in De- 
cember 1959, their ties to the 
top hierarchy in New York ap- 
peared to be especially close. 

After all, it was from New 
York that Johnny Torrio and Al 
Capone went west to organize 
the mobs of Chicago; it was the 
New York Syndicate that dis- 
patched Buggsy Siegel to Cali- 
fornia to develop the rackets 
there, and when Buggsy got so 
independent he had to be re- 
moved from the scene, it was 
the New York mob that desig- 
nated a successor to look out 
for syndicate interests in the 
Mecca of legal gambling he had 
pioneered in Las Vegas. 

These and many other oper- 
ations involving millions — gam- 
bling in Las Vegas, in Louisiana, 
in Florida and in Havana, Cuba 
—have demonstrated time and 
again the long reach and the 
fundamental importance of the 
New York mob in the councils 
and activities of the underworld. 

It is almost elemental, then, 
that to understand what is tak- 
ing place in the underworld to- 
day one must understand the 
composition of the modern New 
York Syndicate, and this can 
only be understood if one under- 
stands the past from which it 
has sprung. 

For the New York mob today 
is the heir of one of the most 
fantastic criminal organizations 
America has ever known. 

This was the Frank Costello- 
Joe Adonis combine, dominant 
in American crime for nearly 20 
years; and ‘nyone who would 
get a clear picture of the unholy 
alliance of crime and politics 
must appreciate the example of 
this classic crime cartel. 

Costello and Adonis were head- 
line names during the Kefauver 
investigation of 1951. They were 
denounced as the rulers of the 
Eastern Syndicate, and a vast 
amount of detail about their ties 
and influence was spread upon 
the public. record. 

But neither then nor since was 
the full story ever presented, 
nor did the public ever get any 
idea of the government of crime 
they perfected and ran for near- 
ly a decade with perfect immu- 
nity from the law. 

It was an immunity so strong 
that it actually turned the forces 
of the law into a protective 
shield for gangsters. 

When local police: shoo even 
Treasury agents out of town, 
tHe final and complete perver- 
sion of the law has been accom- 
plished. The man who master- 
minded this achievement was 
Joe Adonis, born in Italy as Jo- 
seph Doto, known to the mob 
as Joe A. In the days of his 

er he was stockily built (5 
feet 74% and 190 pounds) with 
hard brown eyes and dark brown 
hair turning gray. He dressed 
with the expensive conservatism 
of a millionaire; he affected 
genteel manners; he kept his 
voice always soft and low- 
pitched; in outward appear- 
ances he was a perfect gentle- 
man. : 

Joe Adonis, who had been 
brought to America by his par- 
ents when he was a child, had 

grown up on the tough South 
Soties waterfront, and he had 
never had any ambition except 
to become a gangster. Possessed 
of one of the shrewdest minds 
in the rackets, he rose fast. He 
was an intimate of Charles 
(Lucky) Luciano, the Mafia 
chief who became the first over- 
all czar of the New York rack- 
ets, and his relations were 
equally close with Luciano’s suc- 
cessor, Frank Costello. 

The major reason for these 
tight ties was simple: Joe Adonis 
commanded the enforcers—that 
infamous band of killers known 
as Murder Inc.

Even when William O’Dwyer 
broke up the Murder Inc., ring

after day, running the affairs of 
crime. 

It would be ludicrous, if it were 
not tragic, to contemplate the 
innocence of the American pub- 
lic about the mechanics of big- 
league crime. 

The convocation of 60 Mafia 
leaders at Apalachin, N.Y., in 
November 1957, made headlines 
throughout the nation. Reading 
them, one got the impression 
that no such thing had ever hap- 
pened quite this way before; the 
general public retained the im- 
prission that Apalachin was 
unique, supremely important and 
especially dastardly. 

Actually, it was almost rou- 
tine. For the plain fact is that 
nothing as gigantic as big-time 
crime can operate without a 
board of directors and without 
staff conferences. 

No multi-billion dollar business 
ean flourish without planning, 
executive decisions, and the en- 
forcement of its directives. What 
is true of legitimate business is 
even more true of the illegiti- 
mate, which, in addition to the 
complications inherent in the 
handling of billions, faces intri- 
cate probems in the arrange- 
ment of clandestine deals, the 
guarantee of protection, the 
establishment of elaborate pro- 
tective fronts. 

Of the Crime Council that sat 
in Duke’s—The Big Five—the un- 
disputed ruler was Joe A. him- 
self. At his right hand sat the 
man who always had followed his 
fortunes—Albert (Big Al) Anas- 
tasia, the master of murder. 

Next in their order of impor- 
tance came two local contact 
men—loud, brash, wisecracking 
Willie Moretti, and his smaller, 
more quiet shadow, his brother 
Salvatore (Solly) Moretti. And 
last but by no means least came 
the man who to this day has 
generally managed to avoid the 
public spotlight, Anthony (Tony 
Benda or Tony Bender) Strollo, 


long known to the Federal Bu-’ 


reau of Narcotics as the chief 
lieutenant of Mafia chieftain Vito 
Genovese. 

The existence and the rule of 
this council were documented in 
the investigations of unimpeach- 
able agencies, especially by the 
office of District Attorney Hogan 
in New York and the Federal 
Bureau of ‘Narcotics. 

Not just the daily work of 
crime, but larger sessions de- 
voted to grand strategy were 
held inside Duke’s. According to 
the Federal Bureau of Narcotics, 
Tuesday was meeting day for 
what might best be described as 
the legislature of crime. 


To such gatherings came some 
of the biggest names in the 
American underworld of the day. 
Frank Costello, known to big- 
time gangdom as the Boss or the 
Prime Minister; would come 
from New York in his chauffeur- 
driven Cadillac. 


Abner (Longy) Zwillman, the 
old Newark bootleg czar who had 
become a major power in New 
Jersey politics and one of the 
biggest men in the Eastern 
rackets, would arrive from his 
home in West Orange. Meyer 
Lansky, the original partner of 
Buggsy Siegel in the infamous 
“Bug and Meyer” mob and still 
today a reigning power in the 
colossal gambling activities of 
the underworld, might drop in 
from Saratoga or Miami. 

These and many others, mea 
like Gerardo (Jerry) Catena, 
who has now advanced to a 
dominant position in the Jersey 
rackets, huddled regularly with

egy. 

Anthony (Tony Bender) Strol- 
lo, the least conspicuous .member 
of the old crime board, was left 
with all the threads of Syndicate 
organization in his hands when 
the exposes of 1951 terminated 
the careers of his fellow coun- 
cillors. ,

one of the most powerful and 
dreaded underworld figures in 


the East, was tied to the same 
power group when he was 
named as a defendant with 
Genovese in a narcotics case. 

These are the new powers in 
the East, heirs of the old. Ex- 
cept for Genovese, who made 
the mistake of getting himself 
convicted on the federal nar- 
cotics charge, they have largely 
escaped the glare of headlines. 
But investigators on many levels 
are aware of their presence and 
their power; no one who has any 
conception of the tremendous 
gold mine represented by the 
New York gambling rackets 
suffers from the delucion that 
the New York mob has turned 
its back on such a reservoir of 
fabulous millions. It has 
changed and refined but still 
bankrolls an empire of crime by 
a profit of millions reaped an- 
nually from the gambling rack- 
ets of the nation’s richest me- 
tropolis. 

One of the greatest mysteries 
in American crime in the last 
10 years revolves around the 
simple question: What happened 
to the New York City bookmak- 
ing racket? 

After the Kefauver investiga- 
tion, the city’s multi-billion dol- 
lar bookmaking industry, a traf- 
fic so huge that a 2600-telephone 
circuit in Bergen county had 
been required to handle it, sud- 
denty went underground. It dis- 
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appeared from view like a witch 
on a jet-propelled broomstick. 

Time and again occasional in- 
vestigations have spotlighted 
huge bookmaking operations in 
lesser cities, but New York it- 
self has remained one vast and 
intriguing blank. 

Elsewhere large-scale book- 
making leaves clues through the 
manner in which it gets “the 
line’ from Minneapolis or ar- 
ranges ‘‘the layoff’ in Coving- 
ton. 

But in New York City, tra- 
ditionally the largest ‘‘action” 
spot in the nation, these conven- 
tional ties fade out—they cease 


to exist. | . 


Anyone who has worked or 
lived in New York, and kept his 
eyes open, knows that it is just 
as easy to get a bet down on a 
horse or a football game as it 
ever was. It is not unusual for 
several small bookies, each with 
his own clientele, to split up 
the trade in a single large office 
building. 

The man on the street knows 
that this traffic goes on just 
as it always did, and the incon- 
gruity between what plainly ex- 
ists and what investigators have 
been unable to find provides one 
of the most tantalizing mysteries 
of the day. 

A clue to that mystery was 


provided for the first time dur- , 


ing the New York State Com- 
mission of Investigation inquiry. 

The commission’s objective 
was upstate gambling; it had 
not proposed to inquire into the

After all, upstate bookies 
were in constant touch with Min- 
neapolis, Covington, Biloxi, De- 
troit, Chicago, Boston and Mi- 
ami, But—and this was the truly 


: amazing circumstance—not with 


New York City. 

Joseph Manners, of Milton 
Wessel’s federal rackets-busting 
team, had been perplexed in his 
earlier investigation by the same 
vacuum, After much intensive 
study, Manners came to the con- 
clusion that the New York City 
bookmaking racket was the most 
skillfully directed and the most 
sophisticated in the entire nation, 
and that it operated behind the 
facade of some highly respect- 
able fronts. 

Later Manners again put his 
finger on the hotels as the key 
to the New York riddle. He ex- 
plained that his investigators, 
like the state sleuths, had been 
unable to establish any signifi- 
cant ties between city and up- 
state books. ‘‘We could not work 
the New York City area because 
of . . . all the many hotels in- 
volved,”” Manners declared flat- 
ly. ‘‘We could not get the proper 
information.” 

What emerges is that the book- 


making racket has taken refuge 
behind a front of respectability 
that many of New York's finest 
hotels provide. 

The hotels may know what is 
going on, but as long as they 
don't object the bookmakers op- 
erating from their shelter enjoy 
almost ideal protection from the 
law, 


One major advantage to the 
books, for instance, is the vir- 
tual impossibility of tracing and 
identifying their telephone calls. 
How does one sort out the calls 
funneling into hotels containing 
hundreds of rooms? How does 
one determine which calls are 
legitimate calls, and which 
bookie calls? 

Though the city’s gambling 
fraternity had managed to avoid 
most of the interstate ties that 
betray their racket to federal 
probers, though they had 
shunned teil-tale links to “the 
Minneapolis line” and “the lay- 
off” in Covington, there was one 
essential service without whiich 
even the New York books could 
not exist. This was the receipt 
of fast results from the track. 
And fast results meant reliance 
on the Tollin service in Wilming- 
ton, Delaware. 


Significance of the discovery 
that the Tollins service 150 books 
in New York City hes, not in 
the number itself, but in what 
that number represents, The en- 
tire Tollin list showed that this 
was the heaviest single concen- 
tration of customers anywhere 
in the nation. 


New York «mvestigators are 
still not certain about the man- 
ner in which the city books get 
“the line” from Minneapolis. 


One possible explanation is 
that here, too, they operate be- 
hind apparently legitimate fronts, 


The solution to the other mys- 
tery, why the New York City 
books do not “lay off’ in either 
Covington or Biloxi, is even 
more simple and more startling. 
They do not “‘lay off” simply 
because their operation is so 


huge that they do not have to.

Blood Pressure, Anemia 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: Can you explain how one can be 
anemic and still have high blood pressure? MRS. R.R. 


Yes. There are various reasonable explanations 

for such § a 1 enneiinen, even besa at first glance they 

ee ins cs may seem contradic- 
tory to you. 

Anemia is caused by 
serious blood loss, say 
from an accident. 
What happens? The 
body promptly tries to 
restore the normal 
blood VOLUME by 
transferring body 
fluids into the blood- 
stream. 

The system can do this 
0 more rapidly than it can 

replace the important in- 
DR. MOLNER gredients of the blood, the 
red cells, for example. The result? The total amount of blood 
will return to normal before the rich ingredients have been 
restored. In a word, the blood is diluted. 

For another explanation, some kinds of anemia have little 
or no effect on volume, but there are insufficient numbers of 
red cells, or the cells may not contain an adequate amount of 

ron. There’s no change in the AMOUNT of blood, but a de- 
Cline in the quality. In fact, this tends to be the common de- 
nominator of all anemias: A decline in the quality of the 
blood. 


Now let’s look at a quite different aspect. High 
blood pressure isn’t simply a matter of having too 
much blood. If that were the case, it could be cured 
—as was attempted years ago in our scientific ignor- 
ance—by “bleeding” a patient. 

No, that isn’t the cause of high blood pressure. 
Rather, it depends on the amount of force which the 
body applies to the circulation. If, for instance, the 
blood vessels go into spasm and contract unduly, more 
force is required to drive the necessary amount of 
blood to the various parts of the body.

We know that in some people nervous tension increases | 


the blood pressure, and this can occur in instances in which 
the individual is in thriving good health. During the war there 
were vigorous volunteers who, from sheer force of nerves, 
had high blood pressure at the time of physica] examination. 
Sometimes these self-same young men, having their blood 
pressure taken immediately on waking in the morning, finally 
passed the test. (After that, with the nervous tension relaxed, 
they apparently had normal pressure again.) 

There are other technicalities which I could offer on this 
question, but I think the foregoing points make clear the rea- 
gon why anemia and high blood pressure are not contra- 
dictory.
